The wound dressing comprises a hydrophobic bacteria-adsorbent material 
containing an antimicrobial active substance which does not enter the 
wound . 

ADVANTAGE: The dressing acts as a barrier to microorganisms and also 
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adsorbs bacteria from the wound. Taking away the dressing removes dead 
bacteria and unused antimicrobial agent from the wound. 
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
